ROME — The beatification of 
Mother Seton, the Maryland nun 
who founded the American branch 
of the Daughters of Charity of St. 
Vincent de Paul, is scheduled for 
March 17 in St. Peter's Basilica. 
This will be the first tim e that 
the Catholic Church has so hon­ 
ored a native-born citizen of the 
United States. 
Following tradition there will be 
two ceremonies that day, a Vat­ 
ican official said. At one of them, 
Pope John XXIII is to venerate a 
relic of the newly beatified. 


CROWD EXPECTED 
Thousands of Catholics from the 
United States are expected to at­ 
tend. 
Among them will be 15-year-old 
Ann O’Neill, of Baltimore, who 
had a case of leukemia diagnosed 
as fatal at the age of 4 years 
and whose excellent health today 
is attributed to the intercession 
of Mother Seton. The remission of 
this disease was one of the two 
m iracles accepted by the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites as requisite 
for Mother Seton's beatification. 
The acceptance took place in 1952. 
The first m iracle credited to the 
M aryland nun was the recovery of 
a Sister of Charity. Gertrude Kor- 
zendorfer, in New Orleans in 1935 
after an operation for a form of 
cancer previously considered in­ 
curable. 
Final argum ents on the cause 
of 
Mother Seton's 
beatification 
will be heard by Pope John and 
cardinals of the Congregation of 
Rites February 19. A lawyer will 
speak on her behalf and final ob­ 
jections are to be presented by a 
devil’s advocate. 
ONLY A FORMALITY 
Vatican officials consider that 
this will be a formality only, for 
though the Pope could turn down 
her cause after hearing the pres­ 
entations. he has championed it 
strongly in the past. 
In 1959. when she was declared 
“ venerable.' 
he said of Mother 
Seton: 
“ The noble and charac­ 
teristic figure of Elizabeth Se­ 
ton . . . is bound to our spirit as 
the first flower of sanctity in 
North America like St. Rose of 
Lima has been, for so long, in 
South America. 
“ Surely this foretells most hap­ 
pily on the coming glorification 
of Elizabeth Seton.” 


SANCTITY NEEDED 
Beatification is bestowed on a 
deceased person whose sanctity 
can be proved beyond question.

Some 400 volunteers will return 
this summer—700 by the end of 
the year—after a two-year term 
of service to people in the devel­ 
oping nations of the world. 
A survey of the first group

intends 
eventually to enter some sort of 
public service, either with the 
Peace Corps, other government 
agencies or international organi­ 
zations 
"The Peace Corps has changed 
their perspective." said one staff 
member. "It has been a very 
deep experience for many. They 
realize they need to go to gradu­ 
ate school to get what they need.” 
OPPORTUNITIES AWAIT 
For those wanting to go back 
to school there are opportunities 
in abundance. Some 20 colleges 
and universities already have set 
up special fellowships for Peace 
Corps veterans.

SUSPECT EN G LISH DESIGN 
In De Gaulle’s view, Britain 
chose the United States over Eu­ 
rope. He suspects a British-Amer- 
ican design to dominate Europe. 
The door to the Common Market 
remains open to Britain, he says, 
but evidently she will not be ac­ 
cepted until she loosens her ties 
with tile United States. 
De Gaulle sees Western Europe, 
without Britain, strong enough to 
establish a balance which ‘‘will 
permit one day the old Continent 
to find peace.” Thus West Ger­
